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More Rainfall 
Needed To End 
Ohio Drought 


No Precipitation 
Of Any Quantity 
Being Forecast 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
Rain, rain and more rain is 
what Ohio needs most to end a 
statewide drought. 
But except for a few scattered 
showers Thursday night, there 
is no forecast for precipitation 
in the immediate future. 
At least that’s the word from 
the U.S. Weather Bureau at Port 
Columbus. 
Howard Kenny, weather chief 
in Columbus, says the entire 
state has been extremely short 
of rain since October. 
“During October, total rain­ 
fall was about 25 per cent be­ 
low normal,” Kenny said. “And 
there has been no measurable 
rainfall reported in Ohio during 
Hie first ll days of November.” 
Most state officials watching 
t h e situation say the drought, 
for the present, is not as bad 
as it was a year ago. 
But State Hydrologist Paul 
Kaser points out “there is cause 
for concern.” 
Ohio is in better shape than 
a year ago, Kaser said, but 
water supplies are down some­ 
what in some sections. Last 
year’s drought forced many mu­ 
nicipalities to take measures to 
improve their water supplies. 
Kaser pointed out, however, 
that many farmers are having 
problems in areas that have 
marginal water supplies. 
R. B. Redett, assistant state 
forestry division chief, reports 
that the fire situation in Ohio’s 
dry woodlands “is under con­ 
trol, 
although 
conditions are 
hazardous.'* 
Redett said the division has 
ordered cancellation of all burn­ 
ing permits in fire districts, 
most of which are located in 
southeastern Ohio. 
Meanwhile, natural resources 
officials said they have no plans 
to call off the opening of the 
hunting season Monday. 
Fred E. Morr, natural re­ 
sources director, said conditions 
this year are no worse than they 
were in 1963 when hunting sea-

U.S. Holds 4-1 
ICBM Edge 
Over Soviet 


But Researchers 
See Catch-Up 
After 1965 


LONDON (AP) — The United 
States will still have more than 
a 4-to-l edge over the Soviet Un­ 
ion in intercontinental ballistic 
missiles by early 1965, but the 
Soviets may De gin catching up 
after that, 
a leading British 
research 
institute 
estimated 
today. 
The annual review of the In­ 
stitute of Strategic Studies also 
said the Soviet Union is main­ 
taining its numerical superiority 
in 
submarine 
strength 
a n d 
“there are indications that the 
Soviet naval air force and mis­ 
sile-firing submarines are com­ 
ing to play a more central role 
in her strategy.” 
America’s Strategic Air Com­ 
mand has clear superiority in 
the number of intercontinental 
bombers, the review reported, 
but the Soviet Union maintains 
a strong force of medium bomb­ 
ers capable of strikes at Japan 
or Western Europe. 
The review said Communist 
China’s army has little strategic 
mobility, because of primitive 
logistics, and its air force has 
only obsolescent aircraft. 
But it said the Chinese nu­ 
clear test has shown “that the 
Chinese nuclear technology is 
apparently 
considerably more 
advanced than it was generally 
given credit for.” 
The 
Institute 
of 
Strategic 
Studies researches problems on 
defense, world security and dis­ 
armament. 
It is a private organization 
which has close ties with the 
British Defense Ministry and 
gets its information from a net­ 
work of more than 30 corre­ 
spondents around the world, 
many of them British military 
attaches. Lord Attlee, the for­ 
mer prime minister, is its pres­ 
ident. 
The review said the Soviet 
Union fields 200 intercontinental 
ballistic missiles 
—double the 
number a year ago — and this 
may increase substantially in 
1965. 
But by early 1965, the United 
States will have 925 ICBM’s

Taxis and other vehicles car­ 
ried blue-uniformed American 
sailors, including members of 
the Seadragon’s 106-man crew, 
in and out of the base. There 
were occasional shouts of “Yan­ 
kee go home” in English. 


Ford Books 
Huge Layoff 


Lobor Dispute 
Is Given Blame 


DETROIT, Mich. (AP)—The 
strike-troubled Ford Motor Co. 
starts a huge layoff of workers 
across the country tonight in 
what Ford President Arjay Mil­ 
ler says may become a full 
shutdown by next week. 
Week-old strikes by the Unit­ 
ed Auto Workers at eight facto­ 
ries, including key parts and 
stamping plants that feed the 
Ford car production setup, are 
held to blame. 
If Ford closes all its 90 plants, 
a total of 160,000 hourly workers 
will be laid off. 
Ford, with 25,500 men on 
strike at the eight plants, an­ 
nounced a layoff tonight of 33,- 
500 more at eight assembly 
operations and 16 manufactur­ 
ing locations in several states, 
including key Michigan installa­ 
tions. This will be an immediate 
total idle of 59,000 men. 
The company made its an­ 
nouncement late Thursday from 
Dearborn headquarters almost 
simultaneously 
with 
a 
union 
charge that Ford’s “obstinate 
attitude” had prevented strike 
settlements. 
Ken Barnum, director of the 
UAW Ford Department, issued 
a statement saying Ford “stub- 
Dornly refuses” to agree to 
terms at some plants which he 
said management already had 
accpeted at other plants. 
Ford 
made 
no 
immediate 
comment on the charge. 
The separate, local strikes 
bear on individual at-the-plant 
issues. Local agreements sup­ 
plement the national Ford-UAW 
contract. Ford, like rival Gener­ 
al Motors and Chrysler, came to 
national agreements with the 
union weeks ago, although GM 
was troubled into last week by 
local disputes, all now settled. 
Ford and the UAW gave up 
Wednesday in efforts to settle 
four of the strikes in top-level 
negotiations here.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Johnson has a record lead 
of 15.6 million votes over Sen." 
Barry Coldwater as unofficial 
returns from the Nov. 3 presi­ 
dential e l e c t i o n continue to 
trickle in. 
All but 870 of the more than 
175,000 voting units having re­ 
ported, the unofficial vote is: 
Johnson 
42,374,405, 
Coldwater 
26,731,717. 
The President has 61.1 per 
cent of the presidential vote of 
68,306,122, including some 200,- 
OOO votes cast for Democratic 
electors in Alabama who were 
not pledged to Johnson. 
With 270 needed to win, John­ 
son rolled up 488 electoral votes 
by carrying 44 states and the 
District of Columbia. Coldwater 
got 53 with six states. 


When the still uncounted ab­ 
sentee ballots and third-party 
votes are added about a month 
from now, the official vote is 
expected to be close to 70 mil­ 
lion compared with 68.8 million 
in 1960. 
But the percentage of those of 
voting age who cast presidential 
ballots apparently will be less 
than the 63.1 of tour years ago. 
A preliminary study showed 
that 60.8 per cent of Americans 
of voting age voted this year. 
The figure is based on the Cen­ 
sus Bureau's estimate that 114 
million Americans were of vot­ 
ing age on election day. 
But estimates of state officials 
and other observers were that 
only 88.9 million of the 114 mil­ 
lion were registered or other­ 
wise qualified to vote. 


There was a strong upsurge of 
votes in t h e South. Three rea­ 
sons for this were absence of 
poll tax requirements in five 
Southern states for the first 
time, a determined Negro regis­ 
tration 
drive 
and 
interest 
stirred by Coldwater. Five of 
the six states be carried are in 
the South. 
Despite the upsurge, though, 
the South as a whole still trailed 
the nation. Ten of the 12 lowest 
participants, with 50 per cent or 
less casting presidential ballots 
were in the South. 
Leading the nation by per­ 
centage was Utah, where 76.9 
per cent of the voting age cit­ 
izens cast presidential ballots. 
Next were Minnesota with 76.4 
per cent and Idaho with 75.3 per 
cent.

Buddhist students stormed past

disaster and Red guerrillas. 
Troops kept the 1,500 demon­ 
strators from m a r c h i n g as 
planned on Diem Hong palace, 
where the new government and 
the High National Council were 
in session. 
Truckloads of troops poured 
into the city in a show of 
strength by Premier Tran Van 
Huong’s 10-day-old government. 
The 
students then 
contented 
themselves with pushing past 
40 police and entering the cen 
tral market. Then leaders told 
the students to disperse. 
Another 
band 
of 
students, 
armed with sticks and machetes, 
tried to storm the Ministry of 
Public Works but were repelled. 
The students oppose the ap­ 
pointment of some technicians 
who 
served 
under 
President 
Ngo Dinh Diem, ousted and 
slain last November. They also 
are angered because the pre­ 
mier told them to stay out of 
politics. 
Aside from political unrest in 
the capital, the new government 
is faced with a monumental 
task of rebuilding IO flood-rav­ 
aged provinces north of Saigon, 
where more than 5,000 persons 
have drowned. 
Communist 
guerrillas 
were 
reported 
capitalizing 
on 
the 
floods and moving openly from 
mountain hideouts into the crip­ 
pled valley villages. 
Refugees from the flood told 
Vietnamese authorities they had 
been accosted by Viet Cong men 
and forced to tear up their iden­ 
tity papers. Widespread elimi­ 
nation of the papers would help 
the Communists to move with 
comparative 
freedom 
through 
the disrupted region. 
The Saigon government can 
do little about Viet Cong activity 
in the flooded regions.

Pope's Crown 
Goes to Poor 


VATICAN CITY (AP) — Pope 
Paul VI donated his gold and 
silver 
three-tiered 
beehive 
crown today to the poor of the 
world. 
Vatican officials said his ac­ 
tion symbolized the concern of 
the Roman Catholic Church for 
those “who suffer misery and 
hunger.” 
The Pope placed the tiara on 
an altar in St. Peter’s Basilica 
during a special Mass honoring 
ancient St. John Chrysostom, 
revered alike by Roman Catho­ 
lics (rf the West and Orthodox 
Catholics of the East. 
The crown is the one used 
for Pope Paul’s coronation on 
June 30, 
1963. 
Studded 
with 
emeralds, diamonds and rubies, 
it was made for him by artis­ 
ans in Milan, where he was 
archbishop before bis election 
as pope. 
The 10-pound crown’s value is 
not known but is believed in the 
tens of thousands of dollars.

Pickaway District Soil Con­ 
servation S e r v i c e technician 
Don Archer announced today 
that soil maps and survey in­ 
formation are available to in­ 
dustrial — commercial enter­ 
prises and to residential plan­ 
ners as well as farmers in the 
county. 
Archer noted that a rapid 
change in land use patterns in 
the state and county is current­ 
ly taking place. 
Lands formerly used for farm­ 
ing are being remodeled into 
residential developments, golf 
courses, shopping centers and 
many kinds of commercial and 
industrial operations in P i c k- 
away County as well as other 
portions of the state. 
State Conservationist 
R a y 
mond S. Brown of the SCS has 
pointed out there are numerous 
examples of failures of such 
enterprises because the soils are 
poorly suited. 
“We hear of septic tanks that 
do not function properly, wells 
polluted by septic tank effluent, 
wet basements, floods menacing 
new housing developments or 
industries, cracks in foundations 
and walls, slipping of houses on 
slopes and many other unhappy 
problems of homeowners and de­ 
velopers,” Brown said. 
In several areas in Ohio, sci 
entific information is available 
to tell before building if these 
problems are likely to result. 
Archer stated that this informa 
tion is provided by the soil sur­ 


veys prepared by the SCS in 
Ohio. 
He 
pointed out that these 
diagnoses of soils, charted in de­ 
tail on reference maps and long 
used as guides for farmers in 
growing their crops, are equally 
useful in showing limitations in 
the use of a given piece of land 
for buildings, underground san­ 
itary or other utility systems, 
for streets or highways, or for 
other essential facilities. 
In many counties in Ohio, soil 
survey information is available 
for a significant porportion of 
the area, and about 15 counties 
are entirely mapped. Plans by 
SCS to make this information 
readily available to planners 
and others are being made in 
several counties. 
Archer noted that the Ohio 
Department 
of 
Natural 
Re­ 
sources, Division of Lands and 
Soil, also makes soil surveys in 
Ohio, in cooperation with SCS, 
and that the Ohio Agricultural 
Experiment Station also contri­ 
butes to this work. 
Increasing awareness, parti­ 
cularly on the part of concern­ 
ed county officials, of the value 
of soil surveys in orderly land 
use planning, is resulting in a 
sharp increase in requests for 
these surveys, Archer stated. He 
said that the SCS is making 
every effort possible to provide 
assistance to these requests. 
The Department of Natural 
Resources also has flood plan 
maps on given areas in Ohio.

For the present, he is located 
in a drab, cramped cubicle on 
the fourth floor of the depart­ 
ment whose traditional role has 
been to prosecute — the Depart­ 
ment of Justice. 
For the present, the little 
guy’s chief lobbyist — Prof. 
James Vorenberg — spends two 
days a week on his Washington 
job, the rest of hie schedule tak­ 
en up with tea riling criminal 
law at Harvard. 
But it’s a start. That was 
what former Atty. Gen. Robert 
F. Kennedy had in mind, just 
before he left office two months 
ago, when he established an Of­ 
fice of Criminal Justice within 
the Justice Department. 
The office is still an embryo. 
Under the direction of Voren­ 
berg, it is still setting down the 
momentous questions it must 
ask and answer in its crusade to 
assure every American his full 
measure of equal justice under 
the law. 
Was the jury fairly and legal­ 
ly chosen? Was the defendant 
convicted on Page I before he 
went to trial? Was it right to tap 
his telephone? Was he held by 
police too long without a lawyer 
— and too long before arraign­ 
ment? Was he properly treated 
while authorities were deter­ 
mining his mental competency?

VATICAN CITY (AP) — The 
Vatican Ecumenical Council is 
expected to vote approval next 
week of revised declarations on 
the Jews and religious freedom, 
but the declarations probably 
will not be promulgated as 
council decrees before the next 
session, in 1965 or 1966. 
Both documents were heated­ 
ly debated in the current council 
session, which ends Nov. 21. 
They are expected to have a 
major effect on the Roman 
Catholic Church’s relations with 
other Christians and non-Chris­ 
tians. 
A council 
spokesman said 
Thursday the documents had 
been revised and that the dec­ 
laration on the Jews had been 
strengthened to absolve Jews of 
any implication of deicide in 
Christ’s Crucifixion. 
I think it is much stronger 
than even the first draft two 
years ago,” said a member of 
the Vatican’s Christian Unity 
Secretariat, which drafted both 
declarations. 
As introduced, the declaration 
on Jews said all mankind, not 
Jews alone, shared blame for 
the Crucifixion. This phrase was 
omitted in a revision earlier this 
year which said: “All should be 
careful not to attribute to the 
Jew of our time what was com­ 
mitted during the Passion of 
Christ.” 
Several cardinals, including 
three from the United States, 
assailed the ommission in de­ 
bate last September and urged 
that the original wording be re­ 
stored. Middle East patriarchs 
opposed any declaration on the 
Jews because they feared a 
stand on the controversial issue 
would touch off anti-Catholic 
sentiment in Arab lands. 
The religious freedom dec­ 
laration holds that every man 
has the right to believe as his 
conscience dictates. Conserva­ 
tive prelates, mainly from Italy 
and Spain, opposed it as a dan­ 
ger to the Church. 
While approval of the declara­ 
tions is expected in the vote 
next week, a number of the 
prelates probably will approve 
them with reservations. These 
must be accompanied by writ­ 
ten statements outlining sug­ 
gested changes. Consideration 
of these by the Christian Unity 
Secretariat and possible further 
revision of the declarations will 
delay their promulgation 
as 
council 
decrees 
beyond 
the 
closing of the council session.

Some Ideas 
For Sewing 
With Silk

Silk is more beautiful, m o r e 
luscious, more desirable, a n d 
more in the fashion picture than 
ever. The silk tweed suit is 
very popular, so is the silk rain­ 
coat. 
Then, of course, there are the 
delicious 
discotheque 
dance 
dresses, the silk restaurant and 
evening ensembles. 
And in the y a r d a g e de­ 
partment of your favorite store, 
as well as in fabric stores, t h e 
shopper will find a whole rain­ 
bow of silk in various weaves 
and colors. 
The ever - growing army of 
home sewing 
enthusiasts 
like 
working with silk because it is 
easy to handle, easy to cut, easy 
to sew — and it gives a wide 
choice of weaves suitable for 
items in the personal wardrobe 
as well as in the home. These 
range from covers for cushions 
to evening clothes. 
Here are a few tips that tend 
to make sewing with silk easy. 
First: use silk thread w h e n 
tewing any s i l k item. W h e n 
working with sheer silks, such 
as chiffon — so much in demand 
just now — stitch with tissue 
paper backing to give firmness 
and b o d y . When sewing s i l k 
shantung, another very popular 
weave, remember to loosen ten­ 
sion on your sewing machine. 
These are minor suggestions, 
perhaps, but what a differene 
they make for the seamstress. 
Silk has great elasticity, but 
this entails a tendency to give. 
To avoid any slippage, and as­ 
sure yourself a firm construc­ 
tion, line your clothes as t h e 
fine couturiers do and guard 
against garments that fit too 
snugly. 
When selecting silk for sew­ 
ing, have in mind the type of 
garment for which it is to be 
used. 
Shantung is f i n e for sports­ 
wear, daytime and resort things 
— a good choice when making 
clothes to be worn on a c r u i s e 
or at a winter vacation resort. 
Surah is wonderful for blouses 
and for beautiful prints for day­ 
time wear. 
Silk brocades are ideal for 
gala evening gowns and costum­ 
es. 
Brocatelle is similar to bro­ 
cade, but the woven design or 
motif is satin in texture. It is 
used mainly in interior decora­ 
tion. such as draperies and cov* 
vers for cushions. 
Silk d a m a s k , that fine jac­ 
quard weave with a flat reversi­ 
ble design, is used in such di­ 
verse items as evening wear, 
upholstery and various decora­ 
tive effects. 
Matelasse, that silk cloth with 
a figured pattern that stands 
out in a quilted effect, is b i g 
just now for both dresses a n d 
coats.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Ohio 
hopes to have a comprehensive 
statewide 
outdoor 
recreation 
plan ready for U. S. Depart­ 
ment of the Interior considera­ 
tion by Jan. I, Natural Resourc­ 
es Department officials s a i d 
Thursday. 
Department Director Fred E. 
Morr told some 250 mayors, 
c o u n t y commissioners, state 
legislators, park and planning 
board members that the state 
may get about a half million 
dollars in the first six months of 
1965, under the new federal land 
and

conservation

This might increase to S3 mil­ 
lion in the 1966 fiscal year and 
for a total of 25 years, Mon- 
said.

By R. H. RAMSEY 
CONFINED in prison, Paul 
has much time for contempla­ 
tion and letter writing. In one 
of hs “think sessions,” he looks 
far into the future of Christi­ 
anity and sees the many perils 
which are to come. Realizing 
that the security of future 
Christians lies in a close adher­ 
ence to the Word of God, he 
writes to Timothy of the duties 
and a w e s o m e responsibility 
which will fall upon him and 
the ministers of the future. 
Ministers are to treat the 
great apostolic truths as a 
precious legacy which they will 
hold in trust for the future. 
Each, in turn, is to commit it 
to the keeping of trustworthy 
followers who know its value 
and are capable of preserving 
it intact and handing it on to 
others as trustworthy as them­ 
selves. Unless such care is taken 
to preserve the truth, the false, 
distorted doctrines a l r e a d y 
abounding can easily confuse 
the weak and ignorant on the 
essentials of the Christian faith. 
Likening 
Christian life to 
military service, Paul charges 
Timothy to discipline himself as 
a soldier. Military service is 
either warfare or preparation 
for war, with no real oppor-

Him will, in turn, be denied by 
Him to God the Father; and 
even though our own faith may 
waiver, He will be ever faithful. 
This is the Word of God and 
even though those who preach 
it may be bound, jailed or mar­ 
tyred, the Word will survive. 
In dealings with his congre­ 
gation, Timothy should not be­ 
come involved in profitless de­ 
bates over mere words. Worda 
are important only as they re­ 
late to the great truths in the 
Word of God, and by holding to 
a straight course according to 
the Word, he will win God s ap­ 
proval. 
The apostle now proceeds, 
both negatively and affirmative­ 
ly, to remind Timothy of the 
things which he should avoid 
(verses 16-18), and something 
of the truth he must set forth 
(verses 19-26).. There are al­ 
ready within the church false 
teachers whose profane bab­ 
blings are injurious and irre­ 
ligious. The evil influence of 
these teachers and their teach­ 
ings will become more power­ 
ful and more dangerous, sources 
of spiritual disease and death. 
Paul cites the danger of be­ 
coming 
involved with 
these 
foolish and unlearned men and

tunity for a soldier to lay down 
his arms. So, too, is a Chris­ 
tian’s life, either conflict or 
preparation for conflict. He can 
never cease to watch and pray, 
for the victory is not won and 
temptation will continue so long 
mi the Christian remains in this 
world. 
To illustrate how Timothy 
will be the first to be rewarded 
lf he exerts himself to the. full­ 
est, the apostle introduces an­ 
other area of life—agriculture. 
Not only 
will 
Timothy 
be 
blessed in his own doing as he 
labors in God's vineyard, he will 
eee the beginnings of God’s 
glorious fruits in the lives of 
others. 
Obviously Paul knew Tim­ 
othy well and must have won­ 
dered whether his personality 
could withstand the stresses 
which were to come. To this 
end, Paul felt called upon to ex­ 
press his fullest witness to the 
power of the Gospel of Christ. 
He points out Christ’s suffering, 
His triumphal resurrection and 
the fact that He still lives and 
reigns. 
Those who suffer and die for 
Christ will certainly share His 
heavenly reign; those who deny 


reminds Timothy that he must 
give his mind, heart and tim* 
to the great gospel truths he is 
preaching. 
Perhaps, 
through 
diligent ministry, these adver­ 
saries may be brought back to 
rational conduct and thus bo 
delivered out of tho devil’s 
snares. 
n Timothy 3 lists the tragic 
characteristics of those who 
will be unredeemed in the last | 
days. These men—and women.— 
are lovers of self, of money, of 
pleasure. They love neither God 
nor good. Though tho full de­ 
velopment of these people is 
still in the future, Timothy is 
warned to turn away from them 
now, to exercise discernment 
and prevent the admission of 
such people Into his congreg&p 
tion. 
Again, Paul charges Timothy 
to abide in the Word of God, aa 
it has been taught him and as 
he has studied it. The Scrip­ 
tures are his salvation through 
faith, they will lead him into 
the holy life. In them he will 
find all that is necessary fop 
teaching and instruction, for re­ 
proof and correction. Through 
them he will be a complete man 
of God.

BG's Junebug 
Wrecking Grid 


Soph Fullback 
Is Mid-Am Terror 


BOWLING GREEN, Ohio (AP) 
—A fullback who wears Hie un­ 
likely moniker of Junebug is 
tearing Mid - American Confer­ 
ence lines to shreds with his 
bull-like rushes. 
He’s Bowling Green’s Steward 
(Stew) Williams, a 6-foot-l, 230- 
pound sophomore phenom who 
has become the unbeaten Fal­ 
cons No. I offensive weapon. 
Williams was dubbed Junebug 
after the pesky insect that is 
so prominent around his home­ 
town of Sandusky. 
But opposing linemen are con­ 
vinced he resembles a bulldozer 
more than any frail, little june­ 
bug. 
A power runner with good 
and elusive moves, Williams 
won all-state honors while at 
Sandusky High School where in 
three season he piled up 
an 
impressive 3,059 yards in 421 
carries. 
He also scored 260 
points. 
But the much sought gridder 
checked into Bowling Green’s 
fall football camp with a couple 
of problems. For one thing, he 
was 25 pounds overweight. And 
he was bothered by a knee 
operation last spring for cal­ 
cium deposits. 
For these reasons, veteran 
coach Doyt Perry has brought 
his prize fullback along slowly. 
But in the last four games, Wil­ 
liams has come with a rush 
Although he hasn’t started a 
game all season, Williams leads 
Falcon runners with an even 500 
yards in 84 attempts, a six-yard 
per c#ack average. He’s also 
scored 30 points to rank second 
in this department. 
Perry, who usually speaks con­ 
servatively in these matters, is 
very high on Williams. “He’s 
one of the better fullbacks in 
the country,” said the Falcon 
mentor. 
Stew 
came 
into

own 
against Toledo when he rocket­ 
ed for 113 yards and a touch­ 
down. And his 98 yards in the 
Miami of Ohio clash was the 
big weapon against the Red­ 
skins. 
“ We would have beaten them 
with Williams on the sidelinesn” 
moaned Miami coach Bo Schem- 
bechler after the Falcons won 
21-18.

Fred Hutchinson always said 
they would have to tear the uni­ 
form off him. That is what they 
did. 
Hutch knew a long time ago 
his days were numbered but he 
made utmost use of every one 
of those days doing what he 
knew and liked best. 
The man was a fighter. He al­ 
ways had to battle against odds 
As a big league pitcher, Hutch­ 
inson lacked the primary requis­ 
ite of a sizzling fast ball. But he 
compensated for it by the fierce 
way he made use of the skills he 
had to become an 18-game win­ 
ner. 
Defeat was so alien to his na­ 
ture that he used to wreck club­ 
houses in displeasure. 
He was the same as a mana­ 


ger. No ball club of his ever 
dared get complacent. He won a 
pennant with a Cincinnati team 
in 1961 that experts said had no 
right to win but it was his own 
determination, unshakeable con­ 
fidence in his players and grim 
resolve that made it possible. 
“ Give all the credit to Hutch” 
said Danny Murtaugh, a rival 
pilot, with Pittsburgh. “The pen­ 
nant was his baby.” 
Hutch spoke in a soft, gruff 
voice but he spoke frankly and 
directly. Doubletalk was foreign 
to him. He was called “The Big 
Bear” because of his powerful 
physique. And “Old Stoneface” 
because some of baseball’s best 
quips bounced off his stony ex­ 
terior but he never could find it 
in himself to laugh when he 
didn’t feel the joke. 
He always felt uncomfortable

Hutchinson has been pictured 
as a cold, unemotional, gruff 
and distant man. Nothing could 
be farhter from the truth. He 
was no charm boy and he wasn’t 
easy to know but those who 
were fortunate to be called his 
friends knew him as a kindly 
and warm individual with a 
sense of humor. 
Admiration grew into genuine 
fondness for this hulking man. 
wrho, off the field, was a gentle, 
fun - loving man who liked to 
dance and sing. 
During an intimate party, it 
was not an uncommon sight to 
see Hutch hold the center of the 
stage, entertaining his friends 
with his high, baritone singing 
Joe Garagiola, former Cardin­ 
al catcher, now a broadcaster, 
said it perfectly one day when 
he explained: “Hutch is really 
a happy guy inside only his 
face doesn’t show it.” 
Hutchinson had a reputation 
as a terrible - temprated man 
who, in fits of rages after losing 
a close ball game, would break 
chairs, smash windows and kick 
through clubhouse doors. But his 
rages were never directed at an 
individual player. Knowing his 
own temper, he made it a pri 


vate rule to wait until the next 
day to chew out a player for his 
mistake. 
As a manager, he could match 
wits with the opposition and few 
knew more about handling pitch­ 
ers than he did. But his basic 
attribute, proved time and again 
was his ability to keep the re­ 
spect of his players. To describe 
him properly, you’d have to fall 
back on one of baseball’s cliches 
—he was a ball player s man­ 
ager. 
Almost every player who ever 
performed for him has said the 
same thing: 
“If you can’t play for Hutch, 
you can’t play for anybody.”
